It  should 
always  be  cut  before  coming  into  full  bloom,  and  handled  as  little  as 
possible  thereafter.  A firm  seed  bed  is  of  the  first  importance,  then 
sow  good  seed  20-30  lbs.  per  acre,  generally  broadcast.

Some  plant- 
ers sow  a light  seeding  of  Alfalfa  with  clovers  and  other  grasses,  thus 
both  determining  if  the  land  is  adapted  for  Alfalfa,  and  also  thus 
inoculating  the  land  for  it  afterwards,  in  case  it  does  prove  adaptable.

QUALITY  OF  SEED 

Good  seed  is  of  greatest  importance,  and  next  is  the  prepartion 
of  the  soil,  for  upon  this  depends  the  life  of  the  lawn.  One  of  the 
first  conditions  for  a perfect  lawn  is,  that  the  land  be  perfectly  drained 
either  naturally  or  artificially.  ' Five  inches  of  good  soil  should  over- 
lay the  sub-soil  and  where  trees  are  planted  there  should  be  at  least 
twice  that  depth  of  good  soil.  Plow  until  it  is  completely  pulverized, 
rake  until  thoroughly  fined  down;  all  stones,  roots,  etc.,  should  be 
removed  so  that  a smooth  surface  may  be  obtained.  After  seed  is 
sown  the  ground  should  be  tamped  with  the  back  of  a spade  or  rolled. 

FERTILIZERS 

The  question  of  fertilizer  is  an  important  one.  After  plowing,  use 
well-rotted  stable  manure,  spread  thickly  enough  to  cover  the  ground, 
then  harrow  or  rake  it  in.  Though  a little  more  costly  the  best  plan, 
to  insure  permanency  for  the  lawn,  is  to  use  1500  to  2000  pounds  per 
acre  of  coarse  ground  bone,  as  it  decomposes  slowly,  giving  lasting 
enrichment.  For  small  areas  use  10  pounds  to  300  square  feet. 

SEED  SOWN  ON  A GIVEN  AREA 

One  quart  is  sufficient  for  a space,  15  by  15  feet,  or  five  bushels  per 
acre,  for  new  lawns,  or  half  that  quantity  for  renovating  old  lawns. 
In  the  latitude  of  Philadelphia,  seed  may  be  sown  any  time  from 
April  to  June,  also  during  the  early  fall  months  (September  being  the 
best).

Culture. — Ordinary  good  garden  soil  is  suitable  for  Sweet  Peas.  The  ground  should  be  well  drained  to  avoid  water  lying  too  long  and 
becoming  sour. 

Soil  prepared  as  for  vegetables  produces  fair  results,  but  a little  more  care  will  repay  the  planter.  It  is  well  to  cultivate  and  prepare 
the  ground  in  the  fall,  supplying  at  this  time  a good  amount  of  stable  manure  and  bone  meal. 

Select  for  a location  in  your  garden  a place  open  and  airy  and  which  receives  the  sun  all  day. 

Seed  should  be  sown  in  trenches  about  4 inches  deep  and  covered  to  a depth  of  two  inches,  still  allowing  the  centre  of  the  trench  to 
remain  at  least  two  inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground,  that  water  may  be  retained. 

In  case  of  dry  weather,  constant  watering  is  necessary  and  a mulch  of  lawn  clippings  will  keep  the  roots  cool. 

When  the  vines  are  up  about  6 inches  high,  staking  with  brush  or  trellis  should  be  attended  to  at  once.  One  ounce  of  seed  is  sufficient 
to  plant  20  feet  of  drill. 

To  obtain  the  best  results,  the  seeds  should  be  inoculated  with  Nitrogen  Gathering  Bacteria  which  will  prolong  their  blooming  period 
and  at  the  same  time  produce  an  abundance  of  larger  and  better  blooms  on  longer  stems.

Cultural  Notes. — Dahlias  should  be  grown  in  a well-drained  position  where  they  will  receive  the  benefit  of  the  sun  the  greater  part  of 
the  day.  Dahlias  will  grow  in  almost  any  kind  of  soil  with  the  exception  of  stiff  clay,  in  which  case  it  is  advisable  to  work  in  ashes  or  sand 
to  make  it  friable.  To  get  the  best  results  the  soil  should  be  dug  about  18  inches  deep  and  a liberal  quantity  of  well-rotted  stable  manure 
worked  in  or  sheep  manure  and  bone  meal  can  be  used  to  advantage.  The  soil  should  be  cultivated  regularly  during  the  growing  season 
and  the  plants  well  supplied  with  water.  A covering  of  loose  material  applied  to  the  roots  during  the  excessive  dry  and  hot  weather  will  be 
beneficial  to  the  plants.  After  the  plants  are  killed  by  first  frosts  the  roots  should  be  dug  and  stored  in  a cool  cellar  away  from  furnace  heat.
